most foolish, most motiveless act
ever conceived in a diseased
brain.”

Darrow said he stepped into
the case “to do whatever 1
could for sanity and humanity,
against the wave of hatred and
malice that, as ever, was mas-
querading under its usual nom
de plume. “justice.”

Darrow was credited with
saving the youthful pair from
death. They were sentenced to
life on the one charge, plus 99
years on a second, with a recom-
mendation that neither be parol-
ed.

Darrow was born in Kinsman,
Ohio., April 18, 1857. His
father, Amurus Darrow, was a
cabinetmaker and uhdertaker.

“My father was the village
infidel,” Darrow onece wrote,
“and gradually came to glory
in his reputation,”

During his teaching dayvs, Dar-
row began the study of law.

Cheago first saw Darrow in
1887.  From a soapbox orator.
he became a political spellbinder
and served two terms as assist:
ant corporation counsel of
Chicago, and one ter m in the
